Organ Dedication 
This Sunday 


Christ Church will rededicate 
its re-built Tyer Memorial Organ 
Palm Sunday, March 22, Rededi- 
catory Services will be held at 
9:30 and 11 a.m, and the eminent 
organist, Donald Willing, will give 
a Dedicatory Concert:at 4 p.m, 

The Tyer Memorial Organ has 
been completely tonally re-built by 
the Noack Organ Company of Law- 
rence under the personal supervi- 
sion of Fritz Noack, Before the re- 
building, there were 38 ranks of 
pipes totaling 2,332 pipes. The 
organ now has 46 ranks of pipes 
with a total of 2,728 pipes, 909 
of which are new. The remaining 
original pipes have been either re- 
built or revoiced, While the organ 
was mechanically re-built in 1948, 
this is the first major tonal change 
in the organ since 1886, In effect 
the organ is now a new, modern 
instrument tonally.

Impartial Study Needed Before ’65 


Evidence is accumulating to prove the need for a 
thorough and very impartial study of municipal salaries 
before town meeting time in 1965. 


The study should be handled in such a way as to make 
reporting easy — recommendations or subjective state- 
ments should not be written into the report. If the con- 
sultants, or a local committee, wishes to recommend 
action, this should be a separate and distinct feature of 
the report. 


Towns and cities all around us have been upgrading 
town employee salaries this year; some have granted 
raises equalling those sought by local personnel. A three 
percent boost was given here. It is difficult to reach an 
adequate judgment on the value of this raise, because we 
don’t know the base upon which the raise was figured; we 
don’t know, except by hearsay, what equivalent jobs are 
paying in the towns of equal size. 


Support Little League 


The signs of spring are many these days, despite 
lingering remnants, now dirty and annoying, of the last 
winter snow. 

Early-blooming plants and the arrival of the early-bird 
Robin make us aware of the season’s change. 

And taking its place, beside the many other signs of a 
new season, is that annual springtime call of ‘‘play ball’’. 

‘Locally, of course, this means none other than Little 
‘League; nationally, big leagues are busy with training too. 

Little League here in Andover has come to mean more, 
however, than just a sign of spring. It is a town-wide 
effort to give boys a chance to play ball, under conditions 
of leadership and training which will contribute to the 
boy’s athletic and moral growth. Many hundreds of boys 
are taking advantage of this effort, starting last week and 
this with tryouts at the Phillips Academy cage. 

All of us can not, of course, manage teams or even 
take active roles in the administration of the ‘League. But 
we can support the work being carried on by a relative 
handful of devoted men, by contributing time if asked or 
wherever we can see a need, or by giving generously to 
meet the financial need of the League. 

One way or another, each of us should make a positive 
effort to support and encourage the \Little League; this is 
one investment of time or money which pays off hand- 
somely in its results. 


Prompt Action Needed 


The Selectmen and interested parties to the Florence 
st. dispute met Monday night in closed session, to try 
ironing out differences.
